Beijing strikes back after 
Internet giant moves 
search engine offshore 


BEIJING China issued a blistering public attack 
against Google on Wednesday and appeared to 
quietly begin getting businesses to abandon the 
U.S. Internet giant after it moved its controver- 
sial Chinese search engine offshore. 

The critical remarks in a high-profile Com- 
munist Party newspaper coupled with souring 
business deals underscored Beijing’s deter- 
mination to settle scores with Google after a 
public two-month dispute over stringent Chi- 
nese censorship policies. By challenging the 
government, Google appears to have violated 
an unspoken rule of doing business in China, 
especially in the Internet industry whose con- 
trol Beijing sees as crucial to maintaining its 
authoritarian rule. 

“Everybody in the Internet space operates 
under the good graces of the government, and if 
the government’s not happy with your partner, 
you probably are going to have to change,” said 
T.R. Harrington, founder and CEO of Shang- 
hai-based Darwin Marketing, which specializes 
in advertising for China’s search engine market. 

Signs quickly appeared that some ties forged 
over Google’s nearly four years operating in 
China were unraveling. Tianya.cn, a popular 
portal with 32 million registered users, said it 
was taking full control over social networking 
and question-and-answer services operated 
jointly with Google. A company spokesman 
declined to say if the government exerted pres- 
sure but said in a statement that the takeover

was being done to “guarantee each product, 
normal business and good operations.” 

Industry executives said that Google’s reve- 
nues were diving as companies shied away from 
placing new ads with the search engine. Deals 
with China’s top two mobile companies also 
were in doubt. 

In Hong Kong, executives with China Uni- 
com Ltd., the listed unit of one of China’s big- 
gest mobile phone companies, hinted that it 
would shelve plans to offer two cell phones run- 
ning Google’s Android program.

Queer the Census? 
Not a smart move 

Like any good ’mo, I’m pushing LGBT advancement. But not all 
campaigns for equality are, well, created equal. 

I’m pretty naive (I’ve never been mugged or burgled, and my six- 
figure student loans have yet to catch up with me), but a recent push 
by a leading queer advocacy organization— though noble in spirit— 
has even me beat. 

As many gay and lesbian couples across the country are filling out 
their 2010 census forms, they may notice a new option that allows 
them to identify themselves and their same-sex partnerships as mar- 
riages. (This is a marked change from the 2000 census form, which 
limited their selections to the much-maligned “unmarried same-sex 
partner” designation.) But even as the LGBT community celebrates 
this step, many are looking hopefully toward the next— and their new 
expectations are a doozy 

The Queer the Census campaign, organized by the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, is calling for the option for individuals to 
indicate their sexual orientations by simply checking a box, much like 
they would their races. 

It would be an unprecedented new way to stand up and be counted, 
which many out-and-proud LGBT people are more than ready for. 
There’s just one problem: It’s completely unrealistic. Potentially detri- 
mental, even. Oh, yeah— and it’s impossible. 

I’m proudly gay and I relish any chance to self-identify as such, 
but people like me are not the problem with this proposition. It’s the 
untold millions of closeted non-heterosexual citizens and their self- 
denial that make this plan a no-go. 

Even if this box were to be added to the census, the numbers would 
never accurately represent how many LGBT people actually live in the 
United States. In the same way that many closeted politicians support 
anti-gay policies as another way to cover their glittery tracks, I can 
imagine millions of quiet queens would leap at the chance to make their 
self-loathing official with a macho swish of the pen on the “straight” box. 

At best, this would yield much smaller numbers than are represen- 
tative of our community How exactly is that helpful? Ultimately— 
thanks to the Eric Massas, Larry Craigs, Clay Aikens and Lindsay 
Lohans of the world— sexual identity cannot be accurately quantified 
and it shouldn’t be officialized any further than is necessary to ensure 
equality in the eyes of the law. 

Allowing legally married or civilly joined same-sex couples to record 
their unions in the census is a necessary step. But allowing people to 
pick their shade of sexuality (as they would their skin color) in very 
crude and general terms for no specific purpose isn’t the battle we 
need to be fighting. It’s not particularly helpful, it has a high margin 
of error, and the potential for the data to be misconstrued or manipu- 
lated against LGBT causes outweighs any obvious benefit. 

The tides are clearly shifting, and we’ve got to keep fighting— but 
let’s be smart about what we’re fighting for.

When her optometrist told her last year she had to switch 
from contact lenses to glasses, Alicia Kan of the West Loop 
said she was “horrified and disappointed.” She had worn 
glasses as a child and was teased mercilessly for being nerdy 
But Kan said she was “pleasantly surprised” when she started 
searching for frames this time around. 

“Glasses have lost their stigma. They’re not coke-bottle 
glasses anymore,” Kan said. “They’re part of your wardrobe.” 

Kan, 44, said sometimes she even plans her outfits around 
her glasses. That’s easy because she owns lo pairs of frames 


that range from a pair of Face a Face maroon-and-lime plastic 
frames to dark brown Michael Kors rectangular frames. One 
of the pairs cost $2,000 because it was custom-made, Kan 
said, and when she finds a rectangular frame style that fits her 
face, she typically buys two or three pairs at once. 

The eyes have it. Trendy eyewear has been popping up on 
the red carpet from the Grammys (Robert Downeyjr. in thick 
frames and Joe Jonas in geek chic) to the Oscars (Elton John 
in eye-catching blue and Mo’Nique’s husband Sidney Hicks 
in black frames) and across Chicago as the must-have spring 
accessory— even if you have perfect vision. Large retro frames 
are the current go-to style, according to local eyewear experts.

Face the facts 


When it comes to glasses, shape matters. Face shape, that is. Red Eye consulted Dr. Guy Hodgson, 
co-founder of eyewear retailer framesdirectxom, along with a face shape selecting tool from 
lenscrafters.com about choosing eyewear based on four categories of face shapes, ts 



Oval 

"Oval face shapes are the most ideal 
face shape. You can wear pretty 


much anything with oval,” Hodgson 
said. LensCrafters recommends 
starting with rectangular or butterfly 
frames, but make sure the frames 
don’t overpower your face’s balanced 
proportions. 



Square 


Don’t pick heavily rectangular- or 
square-shaped frames because they 
would clash with your face shape, 
Hodgson advised. Try round frames to 
create curves and soften the face or 
subtle rimless frames to add contrast, 
LensCrafters suggests. 



Round 

Look to angular frames with rectangular 
or geometric shapes to offer contrast, 
Hodgson said. Rectangular styles and 
frames that are more horizontal slim the 
face, LensCrafters says, while "glasses 
with high or mid-height temples help 
lengthen a round face.” 



To balance the face, LensCrafters recommends try- 
ing butterfly or cat-eye styles and frames with low 
temples. To soften a wide forehead, try round frames 
in lighter colors. "Frames that are wider at the bottom 
than the top help offset the narrow chin,” according 
to LensCrafters, while "cat-eye frames balance a nar- 
rower jaw line.” Avoid frames that are "decorative at 
the top or that are wider at the top than the bottom.” 


Check it out! 

Big ups to the March issue of GQ, which 
introduced us to warbyparker.com-the 
so-called Netflix of glasses. The online glasses 
retailer offers to ship shoppers up to five frames 
(without prescription lenses) to try on at home. 
Just like the DVD shipping firm, all you have 
to do is send ‘em back when you’re done with 
them-although it’s not a monthly thing. If you 
decide to buy, they send back the frames with 
your prescription, free shipping.

Brian Hofmeister, co-owner of DA^ision 
Optical in Wcker Park says some customers 
are used to plunking down $i,ooo for a pair of 
glasses (including the lenses and special coat- 
ing). 

“People are obviously making that splurge,” 
Hofmeister said. “Glasses are a part of your 
whole basic identity It’s always pretty smart 
to invest in that.” 

Sales figures from market research firm 
Mintel suggest otherwise, however. In April 
2009, the most current report available, Min- 
tel forecast that sales of glasses and contact 
lenses in 2010 would be lower than sales in 
2007, which totaled $13.8 bilHon. Mintel pre- 
dicted that while glasses and contacts are con- 
sidered necessities, shoppers would choose 
cheaper frames than usual. 

But it seems Chicagoans aren’t going back 
to basics, especially in the Wicker Park area, 
where boutique eyewear rules. Stroll down 


Milwaukee and Damen avenues and Divi- 
sion Street, where you might think eyewear 
boutiques are more common than dive coffee 
shops. 

“There’s a lot of young, hipstery kids here,” 
said Angela Abernathy, manager of Wicker 
Park’s Urban Eyecare, where chunky vintage 
glasses with large frames are popular sellers. 


Customers tend to pay $200-5350 for frames, 
without the lenses. “We can’t keep that stuff 
on the shelves.” 

Kan said she has been searching for awhile 
for a pair of “nice, big geeky glasses— the 
bigger frames, the better” to add to her col- 
lection. She said she’s even watched some of 
her friends who don’t need glasses invest in a 


pair because they “want to look smart, retro, 
geeky” 

“My boyfriend wants to buy those reading 
glasses from Walgreens. He thinks they’re 
good enough. I don’t,” Kan said. “The mo- 
ment you wear glasses, it changes the tone of 
the whole outfit.”

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Witness 
describes 
attack on 


Feds find cash, guns, 
tapes in hit marihome

Federal agents say they discovered potentially incriminat- 
ing tapes and notes— along with almost $730,000 in cash 
and about 1,000 pieces of apparently stolen jewelry- 
stashed behind a large family portrait during a search of 
the family home of convicted mob hit man Frank Cala- 
brese Sr. 

Authorities said they found recordings of what they 
believe could be “criminal conversations” that Calabrese 
taped with mob associates years ago. 

They also seized several recording devices, suction-cups 
used to tap into telephone conversations and 10 to 15 used 
microcassettes— one of which appears to bear the last name 
of a convicted Chicago Outfit mob member, agents said. 

There were also “handwritten notes and ledgers” that 
could be records of extortion and gambling activities, au- 
thorities said. 

In addition, authorities discovered seven loaded firearms 
they believe had been used in criminal activity because they 
were wrapped so no fingerprints would be left on them. 

In a court filing Thursday federal authorities said they 
want to seize the property to satisfy some $27 million that 
Calabrese was ordered to pay in forfeiture and restitution 
following his conviction for a series of gangland slayings 
and sentence of life imprisonment. 

Calabrese, 71, was one of the five Outfit associates con- 
victed in the landmark Family Secrets trial that riveted 
Chicago for weeks with its lurid testimony about 18 de- 
cades-old murders. 

The code name for the federal investigation came from 
the secret, unprecedented cooperation provided against 
Chicago mob bosses by Calabrese’s brother, Nicholas, and 
his son, Frank Jr. Their testimony peeled back layers of 
Outfit history as they detailed hits, bombings, extortions 
and other mayhem by the mob’s 26th Street crew 

When he was sentenced to life in prison a year ago, Ca- 
labrese denied he was a feared mob hit man responsible 
for more than a dozen gangland slayings. 

“I’m not no big shot,” said Calabrese, dressed in an 
orange jumpsuit with a strap holding his glasses on his 
mostly bald head. “I’m not nothing but a human being, 
and when you cut my hand, I bleed like everybody else.”

Adan Valle, 18, of the 5500 block of 
South Fairfield Avenue, was charged 
with one count of aggravated battery 
of a government employee, police said 
this evening. He is expected to appear in 
bond court Thursday 

The bus driver was taken to Mount 
Sinai Hospital, where he was “resting 
comfortably” Wednesday according to 
officials from the Amalgamated Transit 
Union Local 241.

Gas, electric fraud charges

A Lincolnwood couple has been charged 
with money laundering and theft for ille- 
gally diverting about $2 million worth of 
natural gas and electricity over the past 
several years to their Wheeling pet food 
company prosecutors say 
Joel Sher, 54, and his wife Holly 52, own 
Evanger’s Dog & Cat Food company a 


high-end pet food company that has been 
featured on the Rachel Ray show and oth- 
er TV outlets, including CLTV For the last 
several years, investigators have been look- 
ing into whether the couple had been steal- 
ing from Commonwealth Edison and Ni- 
cor, according to the Cook County state’s 
attorney’s office. 

The couple not only tampered with a 


Nicor meter but built “a separate pipe to 
divert the flow of gas prior to reaching the 
meter,” prosecutors said. ‘A two-way valve 
was inserted so that the gas flow could be 
redirected to the meter when inspections 
occurred by Nicor.” 

The Shers diverted electricity by tap- 
ping into main power lines, prosecutors 
said.

Following the beating the men claim that uniformed officers 
arrived and refused to take any action against the plainclothes 
officers or offer medical attention, despite pleas for help.

Whale trainer’s family 
wants video sealed 


ORLANDO Relatives of a SeaWorld trainer 
dragged into the water by a killer whale last 
month will suffer severe harm if video of her death is 
made public, their attorney told a judge Wednesday 

Dawn Brancheau, 40, died Feb. 24 when the whale 
named Tilikum grabbed her ponytail and thrashed 
her around after a show The whale also has been in- 
volved in two other deaths, one of a trainer at a Ca- 
nadian park and another of a man who sneaked past 
security and was found draped over the whale’s body 
at SeaWorld. 

Jon Mills, an attorney for Brancheau’s family mem- 
bers, said in court that their right to privacy out- 
weighs the public’s right to view the video captured 
by SeaWorld cameras. At a hearing that lasted less 
than an hour, he asked the judge to permanently stop 
the video from being released. 

“There is no constitutional right to voyeurism and 
there is a constitutional right to privacy,” Mills said. 

Rachel Fugate, an attorney representing news orga- 
nizations, said she didn’t object to an extension of the 
injunction so all sides could reach a resolution. 


NO RULING YET 

Circuit Judge Lawrence Kirkwood did not im- 
mediately rule on the request for the permanent 
injunction. He had issued a temporary injunc- 
tion last week to prevent the release of the video, 
which was turned over to law enforcement. Unless 
Kirkwood intervenes, the material will become 
public under Florida law once the Orange County 
Sheriff’s Office concludes its investigation. 


She said there were precedents in recent Florida 
history that allowed news organizations to view im- 
ages but not make copies for public dissemination. 
Members of the public, for example, were allowed 
to view photos of the mutilated bodies of five college 
students slain in Gainesville in 1990, but not copy 
them. 

Grieving relatives have succeeded in keeping such 
images from being made public in other cases. Dale 
Earnhardt’s widow successfully fought in Florida to 
prevent the release of autopsy photos of the race car 
driver, who died in a 2001 crash.

Poor shooting keeps mini from trip to NYC in 77-71 NIT loss to Dayton 


CHAMPAIGN The lllini usually made a frantic 
comeback— sometimes successful, sometimes 
not. That’s why the 77-71 NIT quarterfinal de- 
feat to Dayton on Wednesday at Assembly Hall 
seemed like a fitting end to Illinois’ season. 

First came the hole: A 17-point first half defi- 
cit as Dayton’s breakneck quickness and athleti- 
cism ran circles around the lllini.

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Mode Carpentry’s Robert McAdams 
walks us through the making 
of finely manicured, DJ-f ueled 
Beauty Bar, opening tonight

Robert McAdams had just turned 21 when he first visited Beauty 
Bar, a beauty parlor-turned-bar in New York’s East Village where 
patrons could get a martini and a manicure for $10 and dance 
alongside old-fashioned dryer chairs. It was one of the only places 
the single Atlanta transplant could find a cheap bottle of Pabst. 
And it was filled with women. Really attractive women. 

More than a decade later, carpenter and contractor McAd- 
ams played a part in crafting Chicago’s own Beauty Bar, the most 
recent in a series of high-profile restaurant and bar gigs taken on 
by Mode Carpentry, the woodworking company he owns with 
fellow musicians-turned-carpenters John Martin and Jonas Wahl- 
strom. In fact, it’s not too much to say that Mode has had a hand 
in building some of our town’s biggest hot spots of the recent past 
(see sidebar). 

Beauty Bar opens to the public tonight thanks to a deal between 
owner Paul Devitt and local partners Bruce Finkelman and Peter 
Toalson of Empty Bottle, who also were owners at Sonotheque, 
the club that rocked this address until last fall. The two-month- 
long transformation of Sonotheque’s dark, modern interior into 
the bright and funky Beauty Bar was a welcome challenge for Mc- 
Adams, who spent his late teens scouring thrift stores for vintage 
clothing and kitsch. “I’ve always appreciated this look,” he says, 
sitting in one of 13 hair-dryer chairs with turquoise floral cushions, 
all bought from a closed-down iqhos-era New Jersey salon that 
Devitt had coveted for years to serve this very purpose. 




5 things to know 
about Beauty Bar 

1 . Beauty Bar was born in 1995 when Paul Devitt 
and friends converted a beauty parlor in New 
York’s East Village into a watering hole. Now, 
Devitt also owns locations in Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, San Diego, Las Vegas and Austin, and has licensed the 
concept for bars in Portland and Denver, opening in May. 
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Hail to the 
carpenter men 

Chances are you’ve sat on, leaned against or put 
your drink on at least one thing in town crafted by 
Mode Carpentry. First specializing in residential work, 
Mode broke into the commercial market when local 
designer/general contractor Kevin Heisner tapped 
them to build the bar at the Violet Hour. Next time 
you’re out, look for these key features (among others) 
constructed by Robert McAdams and company, -la. 


Relics of that Jersey sa- 
lon have found new life 
all around the bar, from 
the gold-and-white cock- 
tail tables that McAdams 
repurposed from stylists’ 
workstations to portraits 
of women sporting elabo- 
rate mid-century bouf- 
fants pulled from the pag- 
es of hairstyle books. To 
complete the transforma- 
tion, McAdams and crew 
covered the floors with 
checked linoleum, reup- 
holstered manicure-room _ 
sofas with vintage vinyl 

and found the perfect white vinyl bar stools to complement 
the wood-laminate bar, which replaced Sonotheque’s stone- 
and-steel bar. 

A curvy color-splashed wall with bubble-shaped cutouts 
separates the main room— meant for sipping and social- 
izing— from the disco ball-outfitted dance floor. In the DJ 
booth tucked between both rooms, you’ll And Vampire 
Weekend’s Chris Baio during a concert after-party tonight, 
DJ Fabulette spinning girl-group tunes the first Thursday

son (see more Beauty Bar events on metromlxxom). 

Besides all of the funky fixtures and the thoughtfully cu- 
rated beats. Beauty Bar’s most in-your-face feature is the glit- 
ter. It’s everywhere, covering nearly every square inch of the 
walls courtesy of NYC-based Hayes & Hammel, the paint- 
ing duo that Devitt has flown in to glitter-fy every Beauty 
Bar he owns. But Sonotheque diehards surely won’t let all 
that sparkle distract them from perhaps the most-needed 
change to their old haunt: the removal of the trip-inducing 
step-down that ran the length of club. 

A note to the guys reading this: We know what you’re 
thinking. Would you be caught dead in this glitter-doused 
den serving martinis named Platinum Blonde, Perm and 
Prell? If Beauty Bar’s track record continues in Chicago, 
trust us— you will. “It is a girly place, so ... it attracts girls, 
which attracts guys,” says McAdams, remembering his 
time at New York’s Beauty Bar. “Later in the evening, it 
was the perfect place for a single guy to be hanging out.” 

And maybe that’s the key to its nationwide popularity 
“People are going out for obvious reasons, to meet other 
people,” says Devitt. “If there are plenty of women at a 
bar, there will always be guys following them around.”

Hot pot time 

Taste it: Thousands of years ago, our ancestors sat 
around large bubbling pots, cooking together and 
socializing. Replace the outdoor fire with high-tech 
induction burners built into marble-topped tables as 
they do at Tao Ran Ju, Chinatown’s newest hot pot 
restaurant, and you’ll see that we’re not so differ- 
ent after all these years. The bright, trendy dining 
room is perfect for larger groups, but easily could be 
a whimsical first date spot too— just share a pot and 
giggle at each other’s missteps. (Watch out for those 
noodles! It’s like “Lady and the Tramp” for the global 
generation.) 

Tao Ran Ju’s menu is short and sweet, with 
straightforward English translations. Grilled skewers 
and Shanghainese xiao long bao (soup dumplings) are 
tempting, but I say start light— you can pick four cold 
salads from a selection that includes exotic favorites 
such as tender Szechuan beef maw, for $4.95. Then 
focus on the hot pot. 

Hot pot menus are like Choose Tour ( 3 wn Ad- 
venture books, with decisions at every turn. Start by 
selecting one of several soup bases ($2 each), such as 
savory mixed mushroom, miso or hot and spicy, then 
add to it by picking ingredients from two columns: 
vegetables (which includes several noodle varieties) 
and frozen bean curd ($2.95), which transforms from 


machine 




an icy block to a hearty treat in minutes. Meats and 
seafood run the gamut from the expected (thinly 
sliced beef, $4.95) to the daunting (pork blood, $2.95). 
If you’re into late-night punishment (hey, no judg- 
ing!), I recommend the spicy soup base. Dark red 
with chili oil and fragrant with loads of star anise and 
coriander, it’s the perfect post-party food, and Tao 
Tan Ju is open until i a.m. daily. 

Bring it: China Place Liquor City— just about the 
only place in the neighborhood to buy booze— is only 
a short walk through the plaza from the restaurant. 
With an emphasis on sake, Asian wines (plum, yuzu 
and the like) and spirits, this sparkling new shop is a 
great place to explore. 


But if pork blood and goose intestines are explora- 
tion enough and you want to keep your pairings 
familiar, the store also carries a broad selection of 
more traditional wines, including some pre-chilled 
bottles such as the 2006 Hugel & Fils Gentil “Hugel” 
($13.99), an aromatic blend of traditional Alsatian 
varietals, including riesling. A touch sweet, it’s just 
the thing to offset the intense spiciness of the food. 

RedAvines are trickier to pair because hot tempera- 
tures and palate-numbing spice can knock out lighter 
reds. Try the 2007 R Wines “Strong Arms” shiraz 
($12.99), which has a juicy, plummy, fruit-forward 
nose and easy, soft tannins. Flavorful and sumptuous, 
it’s a good match, from nose to tail.
